COMPLETE CONSTRUCTION OUT- 
FIT TO BF HERE IN FEW WEEKS 


The Aim of the Company is to Have 
200 Miles of the Line Complet- 
ed During the Coming 
Summer. 


Three Survey Parties and Two Recog- 
nizance Parties Are Now on the Pro- 
posed Line—Another Party is Now 
Being Organized—New Engineer, F. 
$.Darling, Late of the C.P.R. is Ex- 
pected in the City This Afternoon. 


Contracts for supplies for the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways railway 
totalling in amount to upwards of 
three million dollars,have ‘been award- 
ed during the past few weeks by the 
president of the company, W. R. 
Clarke. who arrived in the city yes- 
terday from the east. This was the 
information handed out to the Bulle- 
tin this morning ‘by the president at 
the offices of the company on Jasper 
avenue west. Since the railway presi- 
dent was last here he has spent most 
of the time in Montreal closing the 
deal for the supplies. 

The contracts include 40,000 tons 
of fifty-six pound steel rails awarded 
to the Algoma Steel Co., one of the 
biggest steel concerns in Canada; 
bolts from the Toronto Bolt Co.; 
spikes from the Peck Rolling Mills. 
Montreal, and fish plates and angle 
bars from the Nova Scotia Steel and 
Coal Co. The steel will be sufficient 
to cover the entire line to Fort Me- 
Murray. 

Construction Outfit. 

In addition to the above contracts 
a construction outfit has been purch- 
ased, consisting of steel shovels, box 
cars,locomotives and/other equipment. 
It will arrive here in the course of 
the next six or eight weeks and will 


be ready for operations in the early;

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PARIS THREATENED BY THIRD 
FLOOD GREATER THAN FIRST 


Tempests Have Swept Every Part of France Creating Havoc to Shipping, 
and Other Interests—Seine Has Risen and Flooded Various Suburbs 
of Paris—Agricultural Districts Suffer Great Damage. 


portation system, A few wires are 
left in working order. By heroic work 
the telegraph system in connection 
with Switzerland was partially re- 
established today. All messages from 
Paris have to be sent by roundabout 
routes. 

Blizzards, breaking all records for 
severity, wipe out the new wire lines 
as fast as they can be constructed in 
many parts of the country. Suffering 
in the country districts is intense. 
The new storm has done immense 
damage in the agricultural districts. 
Along the Rhone, south of Lyons, the 
situation is serious, and from many 
towns terror stricken inhabitants have 
fled to higher grounds. 

In the department of Marne, similar 
conditions exist. Thousands of head 
of cattle have been drowned. Houses 
with bridges have been swept away 
and the food supply ruined till half 
rations are the order for hundreds of 
thousands of peasants, 


Paris, February 16.—Tempests _ to- 
day swept every part of France, doing 
tremendous havoc and cutting off 
many parts of the country from com- 
munication with the world. The 
west, north and south coasts being 
éwept by blizzards, shipping suffered 
heavily. Paris is threatened with + 
third flood, which may exceed the 
seriousness of the first flood. 

Lyons and Jura are threatened with 
inundations, and a large part of these 
cities are under water as a result of 
the flood of the River Seine, which 
smashed through dykes, inundating a 
rich country. 

The Marne is rising steadily. In 
the department of Charente, the coun- 
try has been turned into a lake for 
miles. 

The rise of the Seine today resulted 
in the re-flooding of Auteville and 
troops drove out the inhabitants. 
Raitroad traffic is at a standstill on 
the major part of the nation’s trans-

Peter and Alizan Gladue Freed From 
(Charge of Killing Redbird, 
Treaty Indian. 


After four months’ imprisonment at 
Fort Saskatchewan, Peter and Alizan 
Gladue, of Beaver Lake, are free 
men. On the conclusion of the evid- 
ence for the prosecution in the Red. 
bird murder case this morning. Mr. 
Justice Harvey, with the consent of 
the prosecuting attorney, withdrew 
the case irom the jury and dismissed 
the prisoners on the ground that in- 
sufficient evidence had been adduced 
by the prosecution fer their convie- 
tion. The evidence of James Spencer, 
Sergt. Nicholson, Duffie Bushie, Albert 
Bushie. Use-Ka-Paci, Joseph, Two 
Bows and Michael Lameman, taken 
yesterday, was all of a vague, circum. 
stantial nature, and did not strongly 
indicate the guilt of the accused,

City Council Will Not Entertain 
Negotiations for Franchise With 
International Heating & Lighting 
Company Until This is Done—Car 
Barns Pians to Be Prepared by 
American.

The city council was in session for 
two hours last night. The two 
SS fevtures were the new 

ts and a letter from the Interna- 

tional Heating and Lighting Co., of 
Cleveland, tooking to the securing of 
a gas franchise, A communication 
‘was read from the St. George’s Foot- 
ball Club, asking that two or three 
night per week be granted them for 
practice on the Taylor Park during 
the coming seafon, This was re- 
ferred to the street railway superin- 
tendent and city commissioners. 

A claim of $50 damages for a 
terrier killed by a street car was 
handed to the solicitor for consideras 
tion. 

The Gas Question. 

The question of gas was introduced 
by a letter from Bishop, Grant & De- 
lavault, solicitor for the International 
Heating & Lighting Co., of Cleve- 
land ,asking the council to consider a 
proposition which would be made by 
this company. 

Alderman Gariepy stated that the 
question of gas was a tender subject, 
in view of the very unsatisiactory re- 
sults that the city had had with gas 
franchises. With the company in 
question the city had even gone 80 
far as to submit a by-law to the pco- 
ple and had then granted an exten- 
sion of time to the company, but 
eventually the franchise lapsed | by 
default. He said that he was inter- 
ested in the granting of a gas fran- 
chise, but he thought that the time 
had come for the council to take 
steps to insure the city against any 
further humbugs, He thought that 
any company seeking a franchise, and 
especially the corporation in ques- 
tion, should deposit .$10,000 in cash— 
not bonds—as a guarantee of good 
faith. He wished his position made 
clear, he said, 

“We do not wish to place 


a block 


in the way of any concern, buat by 
previous experience the city has 
learned a lesson that should be of 
considerable value in this case.” 
Alderman Hyndman stated that he 


fully agreed with Alderman Gariepy, 
but ‘suggested that the $10,000 be 
modified in view of the fact that local 
concerns might be interested and 
unable to furnish this’ amount of 
money. P 

Alderman Gariepy said that two or 
three years ago a franchise had been 
granted and after the question was 
settled in favor of a franchise one 
whole year was wasted in trying to 
promote a company. He thought 
that the sum of $10,000 was not too 
large a deposit in an undertaking of 
this size, which would mean the ex- 
pending of possibly $100,000.

San Diego, Cal., Feb. 15.—As_ the 
result of an explosion of a boiler 


tube in the forward fire room of the 
torpedo boat destroyer Hopkins about 
eight o’clock yesterday, seven men 
were badly scalded, two of them being 
probably fatally burned. The Hop- 
kins was under Commander Lt. T. 
Fredericks. The injured are: 

R.. E. Taylor, first class firemaa, 
fatally burned; B. Carletillo, second 
class fireman, fatally burned; J. I. 
Hunt, C. F., water tender, A. E. Clar- 
in, water tender, G. B. MeNeil, first 
class fireman; T. J. Broon, coal 
passer. All the injured were taken to 
a hospital in this city, where it was 
learned tonight, there was little “tf 
any hope, for Taylor and Carletiilo. 

The explosion occurred while the 
crew of the Hopkins was getting ap 
steam preparatory to sailing with tne 
other vessels of the flotilla for San 
Pedro. Without warning the tube 
suddenly gave way, flooding the fire 
room with scalding steam. According 
to reports three of the men were 
burned in a heroic effort to rescue thetr 
comrades in the fire room. 

Desperate attempts were made to 
enter the room before the = steam 
cleared. R. E. Bonney, a water ten- 
der, was held head downward over the 
port side by two sailors, from which 
position he was able to stop the 
blowers. A similar feat was perform- 
ed on the starboard side, by a me- 
chanie’s mate. The injured men wer>+ 
hurried to the hospital. where a corps 
of doctors and nurses dressed their 
burns, and did all that was possibl 
to ease their terrible sufferings. After 
repairs to the ‘boiler, and with a new 
crew in the forward fire room, .w.e 
Hopkins sailed with the rest of the 
fleet at 1.30 for San Pedro, where a 
court of inquiry will be held to in 
vestigate the disaster. 

It was learned here today that six 
weeks ago, before the terpedo boat 
Hopkins sailed for 8an Diego, Navai 
Constructor Evans received a letter 
warning him to “look out for the 
Hopkins.” 

After receiving this letter, Evans had 
the Hopking overhauled and the dis 
covery was made that some of the 
voiler tubes were stuffed with old files 
metal, wood and other rwobish. The 
tubes were cleaned out and taken out, 
but it is considered possible now, tol- 
lowing the disastrous explosion in 
San Diego Bay, today, that one +f 
them may have been overlooked or 
not entirely cleaned out, Naval en- 
gineers. this afternoon said that one 
of the stuffed tubes might have been 
used several times without damage 
before an explosion would have been 
caused. When the letter was received 
the officers of thé Mare Taland navy 
yard, immediately remembered that 
there had been trouble between the 
construction and the engineering de- 
partment. No one, however, under 
took to place the blame. It was con 
tended that-some rubbish might nave 
been left in the tudes, but this i: 
looked upon #s almost out of the quee- 
tion.. 

At the time of the overhauling of 
the Hopkins several of the tubes were 
replaced by new ones, There has 
been jurisdictional trouble ‘between 
the two departments at the nays 
yard for some time and it has not yet 
been settled. 

It bas been charged that efforts 
have been made onthe part of enemies 
to discredit the heads of the depart- 
iment by tampering with work which 
has been done here. The news of the 
explosion on the Hopkins caused con 
siderable excitement in the navy yard 
and it is believed that investigation 
more far reaching than any ever hela 
before will be the result of this dis 
aster. The possibility that such an 
accident might have been caused »y 
the man seeking vengeance at the risk 
of the lives of the boiler room crew, 
caused consternation. Officials de- 
clined to diseuss the explosion, but 
it is known that there is a feeling ¢ 
great anxiety at the navy yard this 
afternoon,

ASQUITH HAS UNITED 
CONTENDING FACTIONS 


Believed in London that Cabinet Has 
Reached Decision Satisfactory ‘o 
All Parties Veto Will Come First; 
Other Questions Afterward. 


London, Fe). 15.—It is believed in 
London tonight that as a result cf 
the three hours’. meeting today the 
cayinet has arrived at a decision 
which will unite all sections of the 
ministerie] coalition and that noth- 
ing, not even the financial situation, 
is to stand between the government 
and its attack on the House of Lords 
The question of veto is to come first, 
and everything else afterwards. 

Cabinet Changes Announced. 

London, Feb. 1.5—Announcemeat 
was made today of the following cabi 
net changes: 

Winston Churchill assumes the se> 
retaryship of state for Home Affairs 
and is succeeded as president of he 
board of trade by Sydney Buxton 
The present patronage secretary of 
treasury, J. A. Pease, succeeds Her- 
bert Samuel chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster .the present chan: 
cellor, becoming px stmaster general. 

Kier Hardie at Mountain Ash today 
said that despite the sensftional e- 
velopments he still believed the pre- 
sent parliament would last two years 
Perhaps the veto and the budget 
would -be run through the Commons 
pari passu ,which would retain th 
Irish Vote for the government. The 
Labor party had no interest in forcing 
an election immediately and would 
probably support the government 
which ever course they choose to take 
concerning the veto or the budget. 

London, Feb. 14—The Chronicle 
now declares the veto will be taken 
first. The Daily News says Asquith 
has received all the assurances neces- 
sary to carry him over the crisis.

INSPECTING THE AUTOMATIC. 


John Wiley, of the Chicago Automa- 
tic Telephone Company, arrived in 
the city last evening in company with 
Chief Engineer C. F, Ballochwater and 
Ohief Switchman D. A, Buchan, of the 
British Columbia Telephone Company. 
The officials are making an inspection 
of the new system in operation in 
Edmonton, One of the British Col- 
umbia Company’s men has just re- 
turned from Chicago and the other 
from Los Angeles, where the Strowger 
is in operation, 

The British Columbia Telephone 
Company control all the phone sys- 
tems in the Coast province, both ety 
and long distance lines. The use 
the old Bell equipment at present but 
are contemplating a more up-to-date 
system. With the object of getting 
the most up-to-date equipment they 
are now investigating the Strowger 
and are very favorably impressed 
with its operation where they have 
seen it in use.

ISOLATION HOSPITAL FACTS. 

“In view of what has been publish- 
ed and commented upon, the publie 
is entitled to a few facts concerning 
the actual state of affairs at the Iso- 
lation Hospital. The fact that the 
discredit thrown on this institution 
without foundation is bearing fruits 
is very much in evidence, People 
not knowing the truth of conditions 
as they actually are at this hospital, 
and taking into consideration what 
has been written, are causing the 
health department considerable 
trouble, 

“A case in point occurred three 
weeks ago. A young man was taken 
ill with searlet fever. His mother 
objected very strenuously to his be- 
ing taken to the hospital and isolat- 
ed him at home. ‘Three days after 
he had been out of quarantine three 
other children in the same house were 
taken with the disease. This not 
only reflects on the doctor in attend- 
ance, but upon the Jsoiation Hospital, 
and all without the least grounds 
whatever.” 


Officer Whitelaw invited the Bulletin 
to send a representative to the hos- 
pital with him to see the institution. 

A complete inspection was made, 
and although the building has a few 
minor defects in construction, it in 
no way affects the usefuiness of the 
diospital. The building is as com- 
fortable for patients as any hospital 
in the city. The design of the build- 
ing may be offensive to some” who 
have been afraid to venture within 
j the gate, but the care that has been 
taken to isolate the different diseases 
could not be improved upon, 

The suspect ward was the first ward 
visited, Here the patient is kept 
until the case has been definitely 
diagnosed. ‘This ward is separated 
from any other by three doors and 
intervening air spaces. Upon enter- 
ing the general ward the cleanliness 
and air of isolation is apparent. 
Everything speaks of complete igola- 
tion. 

The semi-private wards were  un- 
occupied and three patients were in 
the general ward on the ground floor. 
These patients had everything pro- 
vided for their comfort, and every 
precaution taken to insure against 
contagion. 

The windows and doors of the hos- 
pital are all in the best of condition, 
and with the present system of heat- 
ing there has been no trouble what- 
ever, the automatic heating device 


having been discarded in favor of 
the regular radiator system. 
The ventilation system could not 


be improved upon. Each room has 
separate and complete ventilation by 


regular ventilators built in the 
walls. 
The food is all supplied to the 


different departinents by a system of 
dumb waiters, All dishes are disin- 
fected before being sent back to the 
basement. This disinfecting means 
the washing of the dishes in an anti- 
septic solution. They are then re- 
washed when they arrive at the base- 
ment. 

All clothes to be washed are sent 
by chutes to the wash room, where a 
laundress has disinfected them and 
done the laundry work for three 
years with no worse thing happening 
than a bad cold. 

The plan of the hospital is good 
beyond question and stands good in 
the eyes of the most severe critics. 
An electric stove in operation and a 
complete warning closet keep ail food 
warm after it has left the basement, 

The trouble that has caused so 
much comment is in the fact that the 
flooring and casing used in the build- 
ing was not properly seasoned, and 
considerable shrinking took place 
when this lumber was in place, It 
caused the baseboards and in some 
places the casing to expose the 
rough plaster, and cracks appeared 
that to a casual glance seemed = to 
pentrate to considerable depth. How- 
ever, such is not the case, as it is 
simply a very local condition and in
